NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


— 


It is to be feared that the wish of many pious Russian Jews, to be 
gathered to their fathers in the land of their ancestors will be but too literally 
fulfilled. Jewish refugees from Russia are flocking to Palestine without any 
provision being made for them locally. The authorities of the “Chovevi Zion” 
Societies are held to be mainly responsible for the ‘‘rush” to Jerusalem. 
The idea “ifs seized the minds of the refugees from Russian persecutions: 
that they had but to reach Jerusalem to find help and sustenance. But no 
means whatever have been taken to meet the emergency, The period of 
organisation by the “Chovevi Zion ” Societies is unfortunately taking a very 
long time, and in the interval between speaking and acting, the 
orators at public. meetings, carried away by their enthusiasm, make state- 
ments which are distorted as they circulate abroad, until the imagination of 
the Russian Jew is fired with hopes which cannot possibly be fultilled in our 
generation at least—and so more misery than ever is created. We are 
warned that the influx to Jerusalem is so great that there is imminent dan- 
ger of an epidemic and the price of bread has nearly doubled. No time 
should now be lost in organising aid. 


A mistaken idea as to the financial effect Of the Free 
Education Bill may prejudice the position of the Jews’ Free School and 
other similar establishments. The notion seems to be abroad that denomi- 
national schools will largely profit by the substitution of grants for fees, and 
that they may even be in a position to dispense altogether with voluntary 


aid. The Bill is still in Committee, and no one can say with certainty in | 


what state it will emerge from that ordeal. But what is certain is that, 
speaking broadly, the voluntary schools will not be benefited to any remark- 
able extent by the measure. If the proposed amendment be carried, which 
insists upon the amount whereby the grant exceeds the school-fees being 
applied to increasing the efficiency of the teaching or the school material, 
the benefit, from the strictest point of view, will be x//. In any case the 
communal schools will have the same claims upon the liberality of the Jewish 
public as they have always possessed. It would be a thousand pities if the 
contrary idea were to take possession of the communal mind. From the 
remarks made by Lord Rothschild at the Jews’ Free Schooi last Sunday, it 
would appear that the appeal now being made on tehalf of the funds of that 
institution was suffering, owing to the existence of this mistaken impression. 
We trust that this coyness of some of the usual supporters of the school 
will speedily vanish, now that the real facts are understood. Our voluntary 
schools are an invaluable part of the communal machinery, and nothing 
must be allowed to threaten their stability. Board School Religion Classes 
are an excellent device in their way, but at best they are only makeshifts, 
which are not to be compared for efficiency and precision with the Jewish 
teaching given by our denominational schools. Those schools must not be 
deprived of a single shilling of the amount hitherto contributed by the com- 
munity. In the case of some of them—the Westminster Jews’ Free School 
particularly—which are languishing for want of means, the contributions 
ought to be increased. Such a step would be the best reply to those who 
agitate for local supervision of voluntary schools. It is satisfactory to find 
that, for the present, the demand has been refused by Partiament. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury in the course of his sermon last Friday 
at the dedication of the new chapel at the London Hospital, very justly ob- 
served that in the cause of charity, and particularly in the maintenance of 
hospitals, all differences of religious thought were laid aside, and men of: 
varied creeds laboured together in the sacred cause with that union which 
beneficially affected the worker as well as the object of his exertions. Ifthis 
be true of hospitals in general, the remark applies especially and in a marked 
degree to the London Hospital, that splendid institution in Whitechapel, 
which year after year confers inestimable benefits on many thouands of men, 
women and children of all denominations and nationalities. It is unneces- 
sary to recapitulate here what the Jewish community in particular owes to 
the London Hospital ; but we may remind the community that an excellent 
opportunity now offers of acquitting itself of its obligation to this grand in- 
stitution, Several important additions have been made to the Hospital, which 
were inaugurated on Friday by the Duke of Cambridge, the President. The 
cost of the new buildings, together with that of the sanitary improvements 
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| 
now in active progress, will amount to no less than £25,500. Of this sum 
but a small proportion has hitherto been contributed. Benevolent Jews 
should the more readily assist in raising the balance in consequence of the 
admission made by the Archbishop in speaking of the growth of hospitals, 
that their creation is not due to Christianity,as is so frequently alleged, but that 
they had their origin in.an older Oriental religion,of which humanity towards the 
suffering was almost the very essence. It would be weil if Dr. Benson’s 
recognition of the share which Judaism had in the foundation of ‘ houses for 
the sick” were brought home to the “ minor canons” of the Christian 
clergy.

There is a very curious and suggestive passage in James Jeffrey Roche's 
Life of John Boyle O'Reilly, just published by Mr. Fisher Unwin. The 
famous revolutionary genius and patriot found himself at one period of his 
romantic career in chaing on board the “* Hougemont” bound for a penal 
colony in. West Australia, ‘‘ Only those,” wrote O'Reilly, ‘‘ who have stood 
within the bars and heard the din of devils and appalling sounds of despair 
blended in’a diapason that made every hatchmouth a vent of hell, can imagine 
the horrors of the hold of a convict ship.” Yet every night the political 
prisoners, exiled for life, met for prayer. And this was the common prayer 
in which all—whatever their creed—joined : “O God, who art the arbiter of 
the destiny of nations and who rulest the world, in Thy great 
wisdom, look down, we beseech Thee, from Thy Holy Place, on the sufferings 
of our poor country. Scatter her enemies, 0 Lord, and confound their evil 
projects. Hear us, O God, hear the earnest cry of our poor people, and give 
them strength and fortitude to bear and suffer in their holy cause. Send 
her help, O Lord, from Thy Holy Place, and from Zion protect her. 
Amen.” This might almost bea literal excerpt from a Jewish Prayer-book. 
Is it not intensely suggestive that when a ‘“‘ Universal Prayer” (in Pope’s 
phrase) has to be framed, that shall take in the common elements of vary- 
ing creeds, the resulting formula has so strikingly Hebraic a character ? 


The Children’s Country Holiday arrangements are now in process of 
inauguration. This week the first batches of Jewish children have been sent 
away and the labourious work will be steadily continued for the next two 
months or more. One of the difficulties, that of procuring suitable homes 

for the children, has been overcome in Manchester, where the Ladies’ Com- 
mittee, under the energetic guidance of Mrs. L. M. Simmons, have rented a 
special home for the purpose. Last year the children were sent to Duley, 
this year the place selected is Birch Vale, beautifully situated in Derbyshire. 
Hither twelve children at the time are sent, and are under the charge of a 
special superintendent. Being near Manchester, the home enjoys the ad- 
vantage, so very much felt in the metropolis last year, of frequent visits from 
friends of themovement. There can be no douvt that the Manchester plan 
is in many ways the best, but it is too expensive for adoption on the large 
scale necessary to cope with the London requirements. In London, too, the 
parents directly contribute tothe cost, which is an excellent arrangement. It 
must not be imagined, however, that no contributions from this source are 
obtained in Manchester. On the contrary, of the receipts taken at the enter- 
tainment held on behalf of the Holiday Fund, a large portion came from the 
class to be directly benefited. We should be glad to hear of similar steps 
in other large towns where there are many poor Jews. The children’s holi- 
days are almost as important as their lessons. aie 


The Rev. Hermann Gollancz contributes to the July number of the 
Asiatic Quarterly an article on “The Doctrine of Work as taught in the 
Talmud.” Mr. Gollancz usefully collects many well-known sayings illus- 
trative of the high esteem in which the Rabbis held manual labour, and quotes 
some familiar instances in which famous teachers of the Law obtained their 
livelihood by the pursuit of a trade or mechanical occupation. We doubt, 
however, whether it can be fairly claimed that technical education, as now 
understood, is advocated inthe Talmud, On the other hand, Jewish schools 
have been among the first in recent times to take up the new idea. The 
respect for work was not lost in the Middle Ages, when the most prominent 
Jewish Rabbis and scholars who devoted their leisure gratuitously to the com- 
munity supported themselves by some other profession, such as medicine. It 
was Spinoza’s Jewish training that made him, too, a mechanic, and one is 
sometimes inclined to allow one’s imagination to wonder what price would 
be fetched now for a well-authenticated lens from Spinoza’s workshop. In 
England at all events the cry is not that the Jew is idle, but that he is in- 
dustrious to a fault. If any, however, remain with the old prejudice as to 
the Jews disliking handicrafts, Mr. Gollanczs’ paper will effectually dispel it, 


. 


There is a peculiar appropriateness in the election of Dr. J. Lawrence 
Hamilton as Honorary President of the Fishermen’s Federation, He has 
made a special study of the preservation and sale of Fish, and is probably the 
only man who has made quite a hobby of the subject generally. Jews are 
concerned in the sale of fish for food, for fish and Jews have been historically 
connected for a very long period. Again and again in the Bible we light in 
quites unexpected places on curious references to the Jewish love of fish. 
To take a few instances at random. The children of Israel in their com- 
plaint to Moses at Taberah said, ‘‘ We remember the fish which we did eat 
in Egypt freely” ; Nehemiah complains that the Jews buy fish on the 
Sabbath day ; and one of the gates of Jerusalem was named the Fish-gate. 
And similar instances could be quoted by the score from _ post- 
Biblical literature. In modern times the restrictions of the Dietary Laws go 
far to explain the prominent place still given to fish in Jewish households. 
The clever ways Jewish cooks have of making dainty fish dishes, especially 
of fresh-water fish, are quite unknown outside Jewish circles. ‘The * harvest 
of the sea” round the coasts of England is badly gathered and worse dis-

tributed ; whatever may be done to increase the supply and cheapen the price 


of fish will have a material effect upon the comfort of all classes of Jews, 


The event of the present season of French plays at the Royalty Theatre 
bas been the assumption of the part of Rabbi David Sichel in “7 Ami 
Fritz” by the great Coquelin. It is a part which has hitherto been identi- 
fiel with Got. In playing it, Got had several advantages over his suc- 
cessor. He had a Semitic nose and a friendship with Chatrian, whose sug- 
gestions probably helped him in getting 80 completely into the 
skin of the character. Got’s Rabbi looked the Rabbi, and was full of old 
world dignity. Coquelin fails to present a distinctively Jewish appearance and 
makes no effort to body forth the simple dignity of the good old Rabbi, 
Nevertheless, if his reading of the part be different, it can scarcely be called 
inferior. His Rabbi brims over with humour—and with good humour in 
every sense. The famous protest against celibacy has never been. delivered 
with so much elocutionary variety—not even by Got. The immortal 


French idyll is as fresh and charming as ever, and, in these 
days of turgid striving after the bizarre, it may serve to 
show how the finest art can be extracted from the simplest 


materials. By the way, the behaviour of the Rabbi in refusing to come to 
the dinner at Fritz’s on the plea of an appointment elsewhere, strikes us as 
rather disingenuous, in view of the fact that he promises to drop in in time 
for the coffee. Coffee at least is always kosher. |

DISTRESSING NEWS FROM PALESTINE. 


The news reaches us that the large influx of Russian refugees has givet 
rise to terrible distress in Palestine, and especially in Jerusalem. 

The fugitives arrive from Odessa and Constantinople at the rate of 200 to 
300 families per week, almost all absolutely without means, and as no provision 
has been made for these poor immigrants, their condition is appalling. In 
Jerusalem, typhus and scarlatina have broken out,the latter quite a new disease 10 
the Holy City, and the worst apprehensions of a general pestilence prevail. 
Meantime, bread is becoming daily dearer, in.consequence of the failure of the 
Russian crop of cereals, and this adds to the difficulty of dealing with the starv- 
ing multitude. 

The colonies founded by Baron Edmond Rothschild and the Alliance 
Israélite are flooded with new immigrants who all clamour for employment an 
sustenance. The old colonists are doing all that is possible for the new arrivals, 
but find themselves quite unable to cope with the overwhelming influx.

AUSTRALIA AND THE RUSSIAN JEWISH EMIGRATION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” | 


Sir,—In your issue of the 19th inst., there appears a letter from Sydney 
written by Mr. Walter D. Benjamin, and also a communication from Melbourne 
of a certain resolution having been passed by the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
Melbourne Branch, the perusal of which must create an extremely painful 
impression upon every thoughtful Jew. In raising my voice against Jews enter- 
ing such protests, I will try to deal with each one separately. The fact of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association Branch in Melbourne having passed a resolution to 
actually protest against any contingent of the expelled Russian Jews being sent 
to Australia, leads me to enquire whether the gentlemen who passed the resolution 
are really acquainted with the objects of the Association to which they belong, 

One of the chief objects of the Anglo-Jewish Association, is to do everything 
in their power to protect the oppressed, to alleviate the suffering and to raise and 
to educate the helpless amongst the Jews wherever they may be found. 

How could such objects be accomplished if the members of the Association 
in other countries were to act in the same manner as those in Melbourne ? 

By a peculiar coincidence your issue contains a similar protest by another 
body of men, the Anti-Serhitic party of Austria, against the homeless Russian 
Jews being admitted into that country. Few Jews will be surprised but everyone 
amongst us will feel that those who have entered that protest must be classed 
amongst our worst enemies. 


How in these circumstances must Jews feel if such actions emanate from 


amongst themselves ! . 

What an example of feeling to the world, and what could we say in defence 
if our enemies held up such actions as an example, how Jews are acting towards 
their own coreligionists. 

Mr. Benjamin’s letter belongs to the same category but enters into morc 
details. It contains the same argument that is used on the topic of immigration 
in'almost every country. We can find only room, he says, for agricultural 
labourers and artisans, none for the rest of humanity which in the case of Russian 
Jews in his idea consist of pedlars and dealers in money, &c. 

He would have those whom he calls desirable, picked out for him and leave 
the rest of the world to deal with the others. In the face of the present perse- 
cutions every Jewish community in the world has a duty to perform and that is 
to deal with such of our unfortunate brethren as may arrive on their shores to 
the best of their ability, to raise and teach them to perform such work as can be 
allotted them. 

There is a large proportion of workers amongst the expelled Russian Jews, 
and whatever the others are they are human beings and have a right to existence. 

Where should they go but to those countries where there is yet plenty of room 
for them, and surely in Australia there is plenty space even for twenty times the 
inhabitants there. Mr. Benjamin seems to forget that a goodly portion of our 
most successful and wealthiest Jewish brethren who started in life in Australia 
were neither agricultural labourers nor artisans. I venture to assert that a great 
number of those who emigrated to Australia landed there poor boys, the very 
commission agents, dealers in old cloths, jewellery, &c., &c., whom Mr. Benjamin 
thinks so very undesirable. The greatand prolific country which God created for 
all His creatures and which some labouring and would-be monopolists and such 
gentlemen as Mr. Benjamin and the Anglo-Jewish Association of Melbourne 
would claim as their inheritance, has given them opportunities to work success- 
fully and to their credit be it said tiat they have become useful and esteemed 
members of society. | 

I need not take much notice of the epithet “those who subsist on interest 
and percentage,” meaning, I suppose, money-lenders. Before a man can lend 
money on interest he must have it to lend. In order.to prevent immigrants when 
they once become possessed of the needful material becoming money-lenders, the 
community should go practically to work by socially ostracising all people who 
would turn to this despicable calling. 

He states freely his sympathies and his willingness to giye moderately for 


the purpose of providing a future for these poor people, but would leave to his 


brethren in Europe to do the rest. What would become of these poor outcasts 
had they not more sincere sympathisers in the rest of the world ? The misfor- 
tune created by the heartless expulsion of the Jews of Russia is great, and must 
touch every heart, Jewish or otherwise, but it is terrible to contemplate their state 
were our brethren on the continent and in other par:s of the world to act in the 
same manner as Mr. Benjamin and the Anglo-Jewish Association of Melbourne.

JUDITH MONTEFIORE COLLEGE. 

The Rev. Dr. M. Gaster, as Principal of Judith Montefiore College, has issued 
his report for the year ending the 30th Sivan. The report referring to the new era 
on which the College has entered says: ‘“ A thorough change was carried out and 
the College was again devoted to its original purpose, to become a teaching institu- 
tion of the highest order. At my suggestion, as the Haham of the Congregation, a 
new scheme was adopted by the Committee, with Mr. J. Sebag Montefiore as Cbair- 
man, and was put into practice upon my accepting the position of Principal. The 
leading principle of that change was to transplant to this country the profound 
scientific investigation of our past, and of our literature; to combine in the 
research science and piety, and to continue the great work undertaken so ably, and 


‘with such signal success, by the great minds of Germany and other countries. 


It willbe the mission of the College to foster the great aims of Judaism, and 
to give to the study :f theology the character of universality.” | 

The report then goes on to describe the new scheme, the work delineated in 
which must be distributed over five or six years before the whole cycle of studies 
s,ecommences. Dr. Gaster next reports on the lectures delivered, by himself on the 
Introduction to the Bible, the Introduction to the Midrash Aggadah, the History of 
the Jews from the return from Babylon to the death of Judas Maccabwus, the Mid- 
rash Tanhuma ; by Dr. H. Hirschfeld on Biblical Exegesis, Hebrew Comparative 
Grammar, Syriac Grammar, Translation of the Targum, Saadya’s Emunot Vedeoth ; 
aod by the Rev. B. Schewzik on Talmud, Statary,and Cursory, Mishna Berachoth, 
Megillah and Shabbath. 

A specially interesting feature of the report is that dealing with another step 
in the direction of the reconstruction of the College. We refer to the formation of 
the Library. We have already described in detail the various acquisition, such as 
the Zunz, Schiller-Szinessy, and more recently the Halberstam collections. In con- 
cluding his report, Dr. Gaster says: ‘“‘ We are now becoming acentre of Jewish 
learning, to which our brethren from near and far will turn for information and 
instruction. The keys to great treasures have been entrusted to us, and we shall 


hand them to our students and to all those that seek truth and light in the records 


of our past. Our duty in the matter of this library is clear to us; our next work 
will have to be the publication of an exhaustive catalogue of the manuscripts, so 
that those who wish to know it may be enabled to doso. Iam working now at 
the description of the Zunz collection of manuscripts, and I shall add to it that of 
the 1,070 pamphlets. The description of the other manuscripts will follow. The 
next step will be, publications from those manuscripts, or studies upon them, by the 
Professors of the Institution, who will thus contribute to the advancement of Jewish 
learning. Our ultimate aim, however, will be to see the students follow in our path 
guided by our counsel and instruction, and trained to become zealous workers in the 
vineyard of the Lord, to the glory of Judaism, to the honour of our community, and 
to the satisfaction of all those who take a deep and lasting interest in tue Judith 
‘ Montefiore’ College.” | |

Lord ROTHSCHILD, the President of the Jews’ Free School, occupied the chair 
on Sunday afternoon at the distribution of prizes to the teachers and pupils, The 
visitors included the Chief Rabbi, Mrs. Adler and Miss Ruth: Adler, the Grand 
Rabbin of France, the Revs.

¥ In opening the proceedings, Lord RoTHSCHILD said :—Ladies and Gentlemen, 
For the first time this year a change has taken place in the mode of examination, 
which has been conducted upon an entirely new principle. It will be in the recol- 
jection of all, that up tothe present year the teachers and managers of the school 
were tied and bound fast by the code and had no choice. The children in the 
school were promoted from one class to another and if they remained they wasted 
time in one clase. Every child that was presented for examination had to pass in 
every subject and had to be ‘examined in every subject -although they were only 
calied reading, writing and arithmetic. Under the new mode, the teachers are 
given every elasticity and they have the power to keep back certain backward 
children. I am happy to think there are very few who remain for a long time in 
one clase, and when the examination comes the Inspectors do not test each child in 
every class but take a certain number in a class and examine some in one subject 
and some in another. Notwithstanding this fact the examination this year has been 
very satisfactory to the school, which has earned the same grant as usual. The 


ascisted and assisted by the State to a large extent, so as to relieve. not the pockets 
of the ratepayers or subscribers, but the pockets of the parents of the children who 
are sent to the school. Onr institution only receives between £300 and £400 in 
echool fees, therefore our income will be increased by £1,000 a year if the Bill 
comes into force. There are a gieat number of people who are quite astonished 
at the windfall which they think has come to the school and are so delighted that 
they forget to give us the contributions which have been regularly sent in pre- 
vious years. Nearly £2,900 is required to keep up the excellency of these schools, 


do not come forward in the usual way I do not suppose we shall be able to give that 
high education which they always have received. I am sure the learned and 
reverend gentlemen who have done me the honour of coming here to-day will im- 
press on their congregations the importance of doing all in their power to make up 
uur deficiency. Before I conclude I will ask yoa to allow me to present a portrait 
of that old and valued friend, Mr, Angel. The portrait has been given by some friends 
of the Institution. They give it to the pupils, pupil-teachers and scholars in order 
that they may look upon the portrait and remember that the best friend of these 
schools has been, and will be I hope for many years the able head master, who for 
more than half a century has presided over its destinies.—(Loud cheers.) 

The portrait of Mr. Angel is painted by Mr. B.S. Marks, and is a copy of the 
one presented by the artist asa personal gift to Mr. Angel on the occasion of his 

Mr. ANGEL then read the award of the Scholarship, and mentioned as an un- 
precedented fact that the same youth, Samuel Davis (son of Mr.S. Davis. 28,Graham 
Koad, Dalston,) had won this the “biueribbon” of theschool, andthe Anthony de 
Rothschila Gold Medal (given to the best behaved boy on the unanimous selection 
of the teachers and his fellow pupils) as well as several other principal prizes. 

The Prizes, of which there were a large number, were distributed by Mrs. 
ADLER, and when this ceremony was concluded, 

__ The CHIEF RABBI, who was very cordially received, delivered an address. He 
said: Ladies and Gentlemen,—The list of prizeholders which we have all heard is a 
long one, but I am sure you did not get weary, as we have reason to be proud of the 
Jews’ Free School. The necessity for this school was never greater than at present, 
as lt 1s @ weapon for disarming our enemies who utter such foolish things concern- 
ing the immigration of foreign destitute aliens, and I remind them of what was 
said in the House of Lords on the occasion of the debate on the Sweating 
System by our most reverend friend the Archbishop of Canterbury, who 
stated that the Jews were the most orderly and the:thriftiest and most sober of all 
Her Majesty’s subjects in the East of London; and by Lord Thring, who said that 
the foreign Jews never come upon the rates, and that their children are trained in 
the excellent schools of their persuasion. Such words as these which rang through 
the length end breadth of the land were sufficient recompense to our noble chairman, 
to those associated with him in the management, and the indefatigable staff con- 
nected with the school. The noble chairman has referred to the question of Free 
Education which has just come to the fore, I do not deny that when the subject 
was first brought forward, I with those interested in the welfare of all voluntary 
schools had some misgivings on the subject.. I consulted Lord Rothschild as to the 
advisability of our taking some steps in order to deliberate what we should do, were 
such a measure brought before the Houses of Parliament, and his Lordship advised 
that we should wait and see what sort of Bill would be brought in. And we are 
caightes to find that there is nothing at all to threaten the maintenance of our 
Sena schools. Though, as you all know; an additional ten shillings will 

paid per annum for all scholars presented, at the same time the internal manage- 
pe oh the school will not be interfered with, nor the religious instruction imparted 
hie its walls. It is to be apprehended that the enemies of denominational edu- 
. v4 may perhaps make the measure a pretext, in order not to give their subscrip- 
mt the maintenance of the school. I cannot imagine a worse policy than that.

I passed through a great num- 
ber of classes, and I admired the spacious and well ventilated rooms, and the excel- 
lent organisation of this colossal school, which has the good fortune of being placed 
under the direction of that veteran Head-master, Mr. M. Angel, who is so intensely 
devoted to his work—(cheers)—and of being officered by a most capable staff of 
teachers. One of the happiest souvenirs of my visit to London will be the short 
time I spent in this building. I say it without fear’ of contradiction, the Jews’ 
Free School is an honour not alone to English Jadaism but to the Jews throughout 
the entire world —(Loud cheers.) The Grand Rabbin then addressed the children 
in, English, as follows :—And now, dear children, let me address to you a few words 
in your own language, and I hope you will excuse my shortcomings, for Iam not 
able to speak it correctly, and to express in it my thoughts as I would wish. But I 
cannot refrain from telling you how glad I am and how happy to have paid you a 
visit in your beautiful Free School, and to have been witness of your ardour to 
learn, your fine discipline, the great love and devotion of your teachers for their 
pupils, the deep reverence of all the pupils for their teachers and the successful 
collaboration of both. I shall often have occasion to speak of the Jews’ Free 
School in London, and I will always remember the great impression it has made on 
me, when I saw with my own eyes the young and the nice people that I admired in 
this most excellent school. God bless you, dear children, may He always be your 
help so that you may use well your young years, improve every day in learning, in 
wisdom, in virtue, in love of duty, and become a pride to your family, to your 
teachers and benefactors, to yoursholy creed, and the whole of mankind.—(Loud 
cheers. ) | 

Lord RoTHSCHILD, in acknowledging the vote of thanks, said: I have to thank 
you in my own name and in that of the Committee for the kind vote of thanks 
which has been passed to us.

Were I to continue for hours 
inthis strain, I could not express more than that we are deeply grateful for what 
you have said.—[ Mr. Angel here literally broke down. |—I hope you will pardon my 
emotion, but I donot think that this emotion is unnatural when [ remember that 
fifty-one anda half years ago [ came to the Jews’ Free School an unknown youn 
man. To-day I'am honoured in a way in which any man in the land may be prou 
to be honoured. I would like to say afew words to my brothers, I might call 
them my children, who are teachers in the school. None of you start under greater 
difficulties nor perhaps under difficulties so great as those under which I started. 
and yet you see what unity of purpose and devotion to duty may do’; for I venture 
to flatter myself by saying that since I have been here I have never known a 
‘thought of self-aggrandisement or improvement, even though my position was 
small; I have never harboured a thought other than for the welfare of the achool, 
and when I tell you this, I tell you what you may achieve, what I have achieved, 
the respect of those whose respect is worth having.—(Cheers). 

During the procedings two songs were sung, one by the boys’ choir under the 
direction of Mr. Alexander Haines, the other by that of the girls conducted by Miss 
Rebecca Hart. In both cases the vocal exhibitions of the children were on @ par 
with the thorough efficiency which characterises all the work at the Jews’ Free 
Schocl.

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THE ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 

Many circumstances lent peculiar interest to the proceedings, last 
Sunday, at the Annual Meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
which we report at length in another column. For the first time the 
Cugr Rast gave public proof of his concern in the Association—of which 
he has recently been elected a Vice-President—by attending the meeting and 
seconding the adoption of the Annual Report, the first official “lay” act of 
importance performed by Dr. ApiER since his Installation, with becuming 
Pomp and ceremony, last week. Still further interest was excited by the 
presence and speech of the eminent Granp Rassin, who so admirably 
represents by his learning, eloquence and courtly grace the Jews of France. 
M.Zavoc Kany could boast that his zeal for the work of the Association 
¥as not new-born, but had been practically shown even before that body had 
been established, for he has been an active member of the Alliance Isra¢lite 
Universelle for upwards of a quarter of a century. Apart from these per- 
‘onal considerations, the speech of the chairman, the President of the 
Association, was of profound interest.

Statements are circulated, on apparently excellent authority, that more than 
one high personage has ventured to plead for mercy at the throne of the all- 
powerful Empgzror. But his heart is hardened. He bids this people go, he 
is thrusting them forth from his dominion—even as did Pxaraon of old— 
out of fear. ere) | 
This modern Exodus will affect a number of Jews far transcending all 
previous expulsions. The Jews of the world are face to face with the greatest 
problem of modern times. Where can the refugees best, be settled with 
peace and security to themselves and with advantage to the country of their 
adoption? Baron Hirscu has set a munificent example towards a solution 
of the stupendous problem. His princely generosity does not absolve other 
Jews from doing their part. As the Carer Rassi pointed out, we might 
pray for the Jews of Russia but—we must work for them also. 
TheAnglo-Jewish Association affords an excellent point for concentrating 
the material help that must be given, as well as the profound sentiments of 
sympathy expressed on all sides, in this great crisis of Jewish history. We 
must wait for the signal to be raised by those who have earned and have 
received the confidence of the community. And here we must repeat that it 
would be as well if the admirable work performed by the Russo-Jewish Com- 
mittee could be carried on in more direct concert with the Anglo-Jewish 


Association. Several correspondents have directed attention to this need, and 


it would be wise if regard were paid to this view, more generally entertained 
than may be admitted. Care would under any circumstances have to be'taken 
that the good services of Mr. N. S. Josers were still retained in furtherance 


| of the work still to be done, as they have been hitherto given unsparingly 


and with much more self-sacrifice, and even self-effacement, than the com- 
munity can possibly know. There is, generally, more need of specialisa- 
tion in the work of the Association. The Council exhibits sometimes a 
tendency to view questions merely as excellent subjects for debate. It is 
afilicted occasionally with the chronic complaint of most deliberative assem- 
blies ; the highest as well as the worst example being the talk that clogs 
the wheels of Parliament, which in consequence has found some remedy in 
devolution. | 

It is very easy to exaggerate the waste of time caused by fluency of 
speech, and to forget the benefit derived from the public interchange of 
criticism and opinion. The Anglo-Jewish Association combines the active 
discharge of executive functions in the promotion of education in the East 
with a vigilant outlook upon the oppressions of Israel. And if the tone of the 
monthly meetings of the Council is not always maintained at the 
same high level, on the occasion when the Association meets in full con- 


| clave the community is enlightened by earnest and valuable addresses which 


render real service, and point the way to action in the great and necessary 
The wishes and intentions 
fostered by the report which Sir Joz1an Gotpsmip presented must not 
be suffered to perish of neglect. It will be the task of the Council 
and working committees of the Association to keep alive the spirit stimu- 
lated by so stirring a deliverance and to show us all the practical way to 
give effect to the hope we all cherish of doing something to help our unfortu- 
nate coreligionists. One question the Council or the Russo-Jewish Com- 
mittee ought immediately to consider and determine. Is it desirable to 
make immediate shipments of food to be distributed among the starving 
immigrants into Palestine, to keep them alive till they can themselves reap 
harvests from the land ? |

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The twentieth Annual General Meeting of the members of this Association 
was held on Sunday last at the Athenwum Hall, 73, Tottenham Court Road.

Sir Jucian Gotpsip, after reading letters of apology for non-attendance, 
said he was much gratified at the presence of the head of the Jewish church 
in France. M. Zadoc Kahn took a great interest in Jewish institutions in London, 
and as President of the Anglo-Jewish Association he offered a hearty welcome to 
their distinguished visitor. | 

The Presiden? again rising said : I have to move the adoption of the annual 
report and balance-sheet, and in so doing I have, ladies and gentlemen, to make a 
few remarks on the events of the year. In the first place, then, I would re- 


mind you that we have completed 20 years of our existence—20 eventful years, ° 


during which so many things have occurred of the deepest interest to the Jewish 
race. One might have hoped that after so long an interval the necessity for our 
existence would have ceased ; but, alas! that is not the case : there is more neces- 
sity than ever for the work of our Association, which is so worthy of the sup- 
port of all British Jews, because it endeavours to do good to those who are not 
so happily situated as ourselves.—(Hear, hear.) During the year an event of 
great domestic interest has happened ; I refer to the fact that the Rev. Dr. Adler 
allowed himself to be nominated as one of our Vice-Presidents, and we greet him 


here to-day not only as a high officer of this Association but as the Chief Rabbi 


of the Jews of the British Empire.—(Hear, hear, and cheers.) I can speak of 
the rev. gentleman with some personal knowledge, as I remember well the 
days, long ago, when he and [ were fellow students in University College, and 
when he distinguished himself by remarkable learning and ability ; and I, for 
one, always anticipated that he would one day occupy an eminent position 


amongst the Jews in the British Empire.—(Hear, hear.) And now I pass on to - 


matters less satisfactory. We have lost many friends during the year, and 


.amongst others Earl Granville, who, as Foreign Minister, always showed himself 


most ready to lend assistance to the Jews ; and we have lost Sir Wm.Kirby Green, 
British Minister in Moroceo, who constantly helped the Jews out 
there and who corresponded with us.in the most cordial manner. He has gone, 
but I am happy to say that his place has been taken by an equally able man and 
by-one equally desirous todo us service. I refer to Sir Charles Euan Smith, who 
has been appointed Her Majesty’s Minister in Morocco. Then we have lost by 


death Mr. Abraham Ralph, of Plymouth, who took a real interest in this Asso- 


ciation, of which he was for many years a member, and who showed his in- 


terest by leaving a legacy of £250. | refer specially to this bequest, as I hope > 


that the example will be very largely followed. Whilst oh this point [ may say 
that considering the large number of British Jews, this Association does not 
obtain adequate support and assistance from them ; and an attempt is about to be 
made, to propagate the claims of this Association amongst the Jews in the 
Arh nA ae, hear.) I trust that the attempt will be successful, and that 
another year I shall not have occasion to complain on this head. Last year in 
my speech I referred mainly to the position of the Jews in Russia. The reason 
why I did so was this: When presiding over the dinner of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association at which Mr. Mundellaand the late Mr. Bradlaugh were present, I thought 
it my dutytocall attention to the threatened renewed persecution of the Jews in 
Russia, forwe had heard on very good authority that the celebrated May Laws and 
similar edicts were to be put in force against the Jews. One gentleman disagreed 
with the course which I then took, and expressed-himself averse from interfering 
with what he called the internal affairs of a friendly state. But asthe facts had come 
to our knowledge, I for one was not and will not be restrained from expressing my 
opinion on acts unworthy of the 19th et ae So far as the Jews are 
concerned there is nothing in the persecutions of the Middle Ages which can com- 
pare with the persecutions now going on in the Russian Empire. Last year I 
indicated what would be likely to occur, and now I have to tell you what is dail 

occurring. The sympathy which has been expressed by the people of Baxland: 


whether at the great meeting held at the Guildhall or in assemblies elsewhere, the 


sympathy expressed by the great newspaper writers of the day has 
been extremely welcome to us, and encourages us in the per- 
formance of the duty which we have set for ourselves —the duty of endeavour- 
ing to alleviate the troubles which have befallen the Russian Jews— Hear, 
hear). I may here mention incidentally the good work undertaken by Baron 
Hirsch. During the last five or six years 25,000 Jews have emigrated to the 
United States, and the Committee of New York have done their best to provide 
them with work ; but on the other hand, only the other day a letter was 


- received stating thatthe numbers of immigrants were augmenting rapidly and 


that the difficulty of finding remunerative work was much increased ; under 
those circumstances Baron Hirsch took steps to divert the stream of emigration 
to another direction. Last year he sent out a commission to Argentina to 
investigate local circumstances with the view to future colonisation. I have 
seen the reports of the commission,and I may, without violating any secresy 
mention a few facts which have already been made public. The planis to plant 
small centres of colonis:s in various parts of the land, care being taken that the 
persons selected for residents should understand agriculture. The idea is a good 
one, and one which it isin the powerof any wealthy Jewsin any part of the world 
to further, and if anyone can assist Baron Hirsch in this great work which he has 
undertaken, it is his bounden duty to do so.—(Hear, hear). I now come to 
another section of the subject with which I have to deal. We have been asked 
by some persons, even by so great a man as our ex-Prime Minister and the leader 
of the Liberal party, to ascertain and publish facts about the condition of the 
Russian Jews. The observation that naturally occurred to my mind was that it 
was useless tocollect factsif they were not read. We took much trouble in collecting 
facts and when the Russo-Jewish Committee printed them in a pamphlet which was 
circulated amongst those who were present at the Guildhall Meeting, there was no 
dispute about our statements. Our facts came direct from St Petersburg, from 


Moscow, and from various parts of the Russian Empire, and we gave in the 
pamphlet the substance of information which was harrowing enough. If that 
was not sufficient we could give plenty more, and we are ina position to give the 
additional facts which are coming daily to hand. There is‘a proposal under con- 
sideration for publishing a little sheet once a fortnight which shall be devoted 
entirely to facts relating to the Jews of Russia—(Hear, hear)—and we trust that 
such publication will be successful not only in England, but abroad. Abundance 
of facts may be added to those contained in the pamphlet to which I have re. 
ferred. We have heard complaints that the Russian Jews do not take their fair 
share of military work. That complaint is unfounded, The conscription is en- 
forced by Jaw, and there is no escaping it. In Russia every Jew of a certain age 
has to devote himself to military service. The number of Jewish young men of 21 
years of age called on to draw lots was in 1887 28°38, and in 1889 23°78 per 
cent. in each 1,000 Jewish males in the population. That isa large per centage 
and it is larger than tue percentage of the rest of the population. With regard to 
this percentage | should not make any complaints, but what is a matter of just 
complaint is that after a Jew has served his time—after he has served with de- 
votion and distinguished himself with valour in the field, be is not permitted to 
rise above the rank of a private. He is compelled always to remain a private, 
There was an instance of that during the Russo-Tarkish War. A Jew 80 distin- 
guished himself by his courage in the field that he was officially recommended for 
promotion, but all the officers in the regiment threatened to resign if he were pro- 
moted. That shows the kind of feeling which exists amongst a certain class 
against the Jews and that feeling we may to some extent attribute to the treatment 
of the Jews by tbe Russian Governmemt. With regard to this military service, 
there are many hardships. Every person 21 years of age not presenting himself 
is liable to a fine of 300 roubles, and this fine is recoverable from the parents. In 
one place 20 people who had died were summoned, and one girl was also sum- 
moned. ‘The parents of the girl said that they did not present their girl for mili- 
tary service because she was a girl and not liable, and that her name of Edith 
on the Register was a regular girl’s name. The officials said that the register 
could not be wrong, and the parents were fined 300 roubles for not 
presenting a son for service —(‘“‘Shame”). Thenthere are cases of children 
who had died before arriving at the age of 21, but whose parents were 
fined for their non-appearance. There are many instances of this kind of thing. 
And now I come to the worst thing of all—a man after having served his full 
time in the army does not possess on his retirement the rights of a citizen, and he 
is often driven within the pale to earn his livelihood. If you wish to have a loyal 
and peaceful and contented population, surely you should permit them to live in 
the town or city of their choice—in the place which possesses their affection, and 
to follow the trades and vocations for which they are fitted. But there is no consi- 
deration for the Jew. Even after he has served his full time in the anny he 
is treated just as harshly as the rest of the Jewish population. The Grand Duke 
Sergius, the brother of the Czar, has been appointed Governor of Moscow, 
and onthe 7th June there appeared in the newspapersa Reuter’s telegram which ts 
so remarkablethat I will read it to you. It is as follows :—During the Czar’s 
recent visitto Moscow the Grand Duke Sergius gave his Majesty an account of 
the manner in which the Jewish artisans have been expelled from that city, 
dwelling upon the brutal treatment they had been subjected to, and the way in 
which they had been driven from their homes without being given time to settle 
their affairs. The Emperoris represented to have expressed his indignation at 
the way in which the terms of «his ukase had been exteeded, the Imperial edict 
having specially directed that the expulsions should be effected gradually, so as 
to give the Jews an opportunity of winding up their business. It is stated that orders 
have now been issued to put an end to a state of affairs which is desribed as scan- 
dalousand revolting, and to compel the authorities to keep within the letter of the 
ukase.” What strikes me in regard to this will strike any intelligent mind. It is practi- 
cally admitted (for the authorities have not contradicted the announcement) that 
the Czar is aware of the treatment nnder which his Jewish subjects have suffered, 
and that the Czar has done nothing up to this: time to prevent their cruel treat- 
ment. I believe that 4,000 Jews who had. lived for many years in Moscow had 
been obliged to quit with only 24 hours’ notice because they were not born there 
and had no legal status to reside there. Though families had lived in the city for 
20 years they had been compelled to quit. Of course very many had been com- 


pletely ruined, many were sent by étape to their destinations, and many were — 


even sent in chains to the railway station.—(Indignation). If this sort of treat- 
ment is in excess of the orders of the Czar I am not surprised at his interference 
and at his expressed indignation. I could wish that he expressed more, for such 
cruelty is unworthy of the Government of any country having the least pretension 
to be called civilised——(Hear hear.) In this case men possessing property of 
considerable value were unable within the time to sell it at more than a nominal 
price, and the whole mass have been driven within the pale, where they have 
simply increased the existing wretchedness by coming into competition with 
those already struggling to maintain a wretched existence. I wish to impress on 


| you that every person persecuted is not driven out of the country—to drive 


five millions at once out of a country is an impossibility, but the persecuted are 
mainly driven within the pale and the result—the natural result—is that the exist- 
ing misery is vastly increased. You may ask me what is the state of feeling 


- among the Russians themselves? I have ascertained from well-known Russians 


who are acquainted with current opinions, that as a whole the Russian population 
is favourable to the Jews.—(Hear, hear) There is a feeling against a few who 
lend money at usurious interest (a practice condemned by no one more than the 
Jews themselves), but amongst the mass of the population there is no feeling 
against Jews. In St. Petersburg the merchants have complained of the severities 
because of the sending away of so many workpeople, and they as employers wou 
be glad to see a cessation of the edicts. Everyone knows how severely the press 
in Russia is controlled—the newspapers hardly dare to publish an article without 
the consent of the authorities—but notwithstanding that some articles expressing 
sympathy with the Jews have been published, and only yesterday It wa 
announced in the 7imes that the Russian Censorship had issued a circular to 
restrain the publication of articles which, “based on sentimental facts, only s!v° 
rise to fruitless controversy.” It is difficult to understand what that means 10 
English ; whatit may be in Russian the Jews cannot say.—(Laughter.) But this 
goes to show that there has been expression of sympathy with the Jews which, a8 
I have said, is under the circumstances a remarkable fact. On the whole then 
the Ruseian population is not anti-Jewish and does not desire to see these persee™ 
tions which are official and govermental. If there is any truth in the statemen 
that the Jews were Nihilists it appears to me that the ill-treatment to which they 
are subjected fully accounts for the circumstance, for the treatment to 4077 
they are subjected is the very best way to make them Nihilists —(Hear, rau 
In Germany, France, Italy and England the Jewish population 1s counted ‘a 
most loyal, industrious and law-abiding, and so too would the Jews of Russia 
counted if they only had humane treatment.—(Cheers.) There is not Gov re 
ment in civilised Europe but will say there is less crime among their es 
subjects than among the rest of their population ; and what better evide 
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than that can there be of the industry, the honourable business capacity and the | 
loyal conduct of these people ? I hope that these expressions of feeling will con- 
tinue, and if they doI cannot help believing that the result may yet be to soften even 
the hard heart of the Emperor of Russia.—(Cheers.) I must now pass on to 
deal with another subject of interest, namely the outrages in jCorfu. So soon 
as they were known we called the attention of the Government to the matter, 
and the Greek Government promptly put down the riots and punished offenders. 
Even so small a power as Greece recognised it as a duty to prevent persecution 
and I wish that Russia would follow her example. It is the birth-place of the Greek 
Church, which is the Russian church, and that would be a very good reason for 
following so enlightened and humane an example.—(Hear, hear.) I may point 
out that all the powers having interest in Greece made representations to the 
Greek Government, and M. Gennadius, the Greek Minister in London, showed the 
greatest activity in the matter—(Cheers.) There is very little to add with 
regard to Persia and Morocco, and in Roumania things remain pretty much as 
they were last year. Before sitting down I desire to make a few general obser- 
vations. Some persons express the opinion that although these troubles may be 
very painful for the Jews in Russia—although they may be going through the 
bitterness of persecution—it hardly concerns us, and that we ought simply to look 
after our own people, but I say that although charity should begin at home it 

was never intended to end there—charity should begin at home but should ea- 
tend all over the world,—(Cheers.)—and therefore Jews living under happ 
circumstances should do their best to alleviate the miseries which afflict their 
brethren in other countries. Again, it has been said that the result of emigration 

will be a greater influx of pauper Jews to England, but to this I reply first, that 

emigration does not tend towards England ; and secondly, that if some poor 
- Russian Jews are driven here we should .do our best to discharge our portion of 

the responsibility which rests on us, to make them welcome and try to make them 
happy. I sincerely trust that the principle of hospitality to all nations which has 
been the guiding principle of England will not be departed from.—(Cheers.) 
You will see in page 45 of the Report an interesting table giving details about the 
Anglo Jewish Schools. You will see that 6,000 children are being educated, but 
I should like to be able to say that the elements of civilisation were more exten- 
sively spread in the East. The field is large and the only restriction to our use- 
fulness is our cash balance, and when we add to our cash balance we shall add to 
the number of pupils we can educate. There is a great desire for education 
amongst the boys and girls too, and I do hope that after this statement those 
present will invite their friends to assist the Anglo-Jewish Association and do 
their best for its support.—(Cheers.) 

The Cuizr Rasp seconded the motion, and said he was delighted to be 
accompanied on the platform that day by M. Zadoc Kahn, the Grand Kabbin of 
France,—( Hear, hear.)}—which he regarded as an evidence that the close relations 
that existed between the Jews of England and France even so far back as 
12%), existed still. He thanked them for the honour dene him in electing him 
Vice-President of the Association, but excused himself for not attending the 
Council meetings on the ground that on Sundays he was required at his own 
office in connection with the affairs of poor Jews in the East End. With regard 
to the educational work of the Association, if Hebrew and religion were to be 
taught in an enlightened manner ; if the Jewish inhabitants in the East were to 
be taught the indissoluble connection between religion and morality ; it was of the 
utmost Importance that the Anglo-Jewish Schools should be preserved in all their 
eficiency. This held especially good with regard to the technical schools in 
Jerusalem. It was his privilege to visit these schools which were under the 
intelligent direction of M. Nissim Behar. The work done commanded our 
warmest sympathies, but if it was to have practical results the men sent out to 
the East should be practical agriculturists and artisans. The construction of 
railways &c., had greatly developed the field for labour in the country and stimu- 
lated commerce. After referring to the happy termination of the difficulties in 
Corfu, and acknowledging the hearty co-operation of the Greek Minister in 
London, M. Gennadius, Dr. Adler passed on to speak of the Russian persecutions. 
He remarked tnat one of the most singular things in connection with the present 
state of things was the scepticism profi sssed by intelligent men. The late Arch- 
bishop Whateley once ingeniously set himself to prove that Napoleon Bonaparte 
never existed,—(Laughter)—and those who were sceptical as to the existence of 
Jewish persecutions in Russia had just as much. ground for their scepticism as 
Dr. Whateley had for his proposition. The newspapers, the Times especially, 
kept the world at large au courant with the unfortunate state of things, which in 

‘8 opinion was much worse than the expulsion of the Jews from Spain. What 
Was going to be done in the face of this great calamity ? It had been suggested 
that a Day of Intercession should be proclaimed, in this country and in every 
country where Jews ‘resided. He had carefully considered the matter and con- 
sidered it undesirable at present. First of all he thought it unworthy of intelli- 
gent men and women living in a country like this merely to offer up prayers with- 
out using their utmost efforts to second those prayers and coming forward liberally 
oe emigration from Russia. Secondly he did not think the time was ripe for 
the proposal, for if it was known that large sums of money had been collected it 
would be an inducement to poor Jews to crowd here. He fully approved of the

When I resolved to visit London I expected to find many interesting novelties. 
Thad the honour to assist on Tuesday last at the imposing ceremony of the In- 
stallation of your new Chief Rabbi,—a reeompense of more than twenty-five 

ears earnest and pious labours, a recognition of eminent services given to 

arses and to his adopted country.—(Cheers.) I was deeply touched by the 
admitab manner in which your synagogue services are conducted. I have 
visited your great Jews’ Free School, an institution without an equal. But 
there was one institution that was not new to me. It is the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation and the services it renders to Judaism. I should remind you that I do not 
alone represent French Judaism, but also the Alliance Israclite Universelle, 
of which for more than twenty-five years I have been a member. The Alliance 
and the Anglo-Jewish Assqciation are working in the same sense towards the 
same end, Any suggestion that come to us from London is always sure of 
hearty consideration, and I am confident that any proposal emanating from us 
receives at your hands the same treatment. There is nothing dearer to my heart 
than to labour in the cause of humanity. We have an immense task before us, a 
task that will require the hearty co-operation of the Jews in all countries, 
which regard them as children of their native land and as citizens of the State, 
and we cannot but hope that in the end justice will triumph.—(Cheers.) On the 
Continent the reproach is often levelled against us, ‘that we think too much of 
our fellow Jews elsewhere, that we are in fact too cosmopolitan. You are free 
from that reproach, for we in France admired the generous initiative in which 
England protested at the magnificent Guildhall Meeting against-the acts of 
savagery committed in Russia. But we will not discontinue our efforts to 
raise morally and materially the status of our people. Let us do all that is possible to 
complete our work. Let me conclude with calling down the Divine Benedictien 
on the President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, who devotes himself to the 
work with such zeal and distinction. May He bless also his devoted colleagues. 
May He bless vour work. That is your best recompense, and it is that I wish 
you with all my heart.—(Loud cheers.) | 

Sir JOHN Simon, in seconding, said he was proud to follow the learned 
gentleman who had so eloquently addressed them, and whom he was delighted 
to see present. He was also delighted to see Dr. Adler present. (Hear, hear.) 
It was his privilege to second his nomination to the office of Vice-President, and 
although the rev. gentleman might not be able to attend the Council meetings 
very often, the Association would derive much benefit from his position as one of 
the Vice-Presidents.—(Hear, hear.) The Grand Rabbin of France said the object 
of the Association was to advance the cause of humanity, and they were ad- 
vancing that holy cause when'they endeavoured to protect their brethren from 
oppression and when they sought to advance the cause of education. They were 
living now in the most critical times of Jewish history since the expulsion of the 
Jews from Spain; and when he was asked what was the object of that institution, 
he replied that its main object was to deliver their brethren from peril and suf- 
fering in countries where they were persecuted, and one of the means adopted to 
help them was to educate and fit them for social and civil life in those countries. 
The present crisis required special action. He had heard it said that Napoleon 
the First passing by a synagogne and hearing the Jews bewailing the fall of 
Jerusalem, srr | : “ Why don’t they band themselves together—take up arms 
and deliver it, instead of bewa ling in synagogues?” It was not quite 80 easy 
for the Jews to do that, but it was quite possible now for them to combine and 
deliver the tive millions of Jews out of the accursed land of Russia.—({Applause.) 
That could be done in these days of quick locomotion, all that was wanted being 
the conception of a plan, the resolution to carry it into execution and sufficient 
funds. It would take time—20 or 30 years perhaps, and two or three hundred 
millions cf money perhaps, but was it to be said that the Jews of the world were | 
not equal to combine and carry such a plan into effect? Were they to stand 
back and see the Russian Jews first degraded and then cruelly oppressed by the 
most infamous Government that ever cursed the world ? He would assist emi- | 
gration, not to the Argentine, not to South American Republics, where we know 
from the German emigrants that there was no security for life and property, but 
to English speaking colonies—North-W est Canada, Australia, New Zealand where 
the conditions for future prosperity were favourab'e. He anticipated that he 
would be called an idealist, but he thought it the duty of the Association to rise 
to the exigencies of a great occasion.—( Hear, hear.) . 

The motion being carried, the PResIDENT briefly returned his thanks. | 

Dr. FRIEDLANDER then moved a cordial vote of thanks to the Committee and 
Officers of the Association and the re-appointment of the auditors. The Talmud 
said no monument was needed to perpetuate the good deeds of the righteous, and 
this same remark applied forcibly to the present motion, for it was unnecessary 
for him to enumerate the good deeds of the Committee of this Association 
since no one could fail to sympathise with their object.

Mr. L. Scutoss tendered the grateful thanks of the Council and officers of the » 
Association for the compliment. Referring to the Russian persecutions, he said 
what was going wasan outrage not only on the Jews, but on Christianity.— 

Hear, hear). Christianity was outraged and insulted, when 1,900 years after 
e advent of Christ, who preached peace and good will among men, the Jews 
were persecuted by the Government of a nation professing Christianity 
simply onaccount of theirreligious convictions. If the Jews would only turn round 
and join the Greek Church, they would be free to-morrow, but they would not do 
this, and so they were persecuted. It was said that the Jews were Nihilists. This 
was not true. Of the thousands of Nihilists in the Empire a mere handful only were 
Jews. Considering their treatment, this was remarkable. If he were a Rus- 
sian, he certainly would be a Nihilist—(Hear, hear). The civilised Christian 
Governments of Europe ought to say a word in favour of the Jews ; but their 
duty as an Association was clear, namely, to endeavour to make life bear- 
able to Jews who were Russians at heart and desired to live in the country of 
their birth. 

Mr. F. D. Mocatra moved, and Mr. B. Kiscu seconded a vote of thanks to 
the branches throughout the world. 

Mr. B. Rosenre.p drew attention to a resolution’ of the Melbourne Branch 
protesting against an immigration into already over-populated Australian cities of 
a purely pauper class of people. Mr. Rosenfeld asxed if every community 
the world acted in this spirit, what would become of the Jews in Russia. #0 
suggested that representations should be made to the Melbourne Branch. 

The resolution was acknowledged by Mr. Moss of Sydney. 


This concluded the business, 
A special meeting was then held to consider the recommendation of the 
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Executive Committee to omit from Clause I. in the laws relating to the branches 
the words “ residing in any part of the British dominions.” The PRESIDENT ex- 
lained that this was rendered necessary on account of applications to form 
branches outside the British dominions. ae 
This was agreed to without discussion, and the meeting adjourned. 


THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Here are a few “ascertained facts” in regard to the Russian persecu- 
tion of the Jews, of a kind that Mr. Gladstone has recently recommended that 
the Jewish community should set itself to accumulate for the education of public 
opinion on the Russian question. The importance of this evidence resides in the 
circumstance that not by the utmost stretch of the imagination could the source 


-from which it emanates be supposed to be tainted. It is an extract from a letter 
written’ in Moscow on May 26th by a Baptist missionary, Miss Adéle M. Fielde, 


who passed through Russia by the tea route this spring from China, where she 
had spent-some sixteen years. Unlike all other writers on this subject, Miss 
Fielde had no idea when she started of looking into the matter of the persecution 
of Jews, but the sights that met her eye on every side in Moscow, and in other 
places along her journey, were so frightful that she could not help sending a 
description of the Russian outrages to New York in the ae that it might attract 
sympathy for the sufferers. {t was forwarded in the first place to a Baptist 
clergyman, and subsequently was communicated by Dr. Gottheil to the New 
York Jimes, where it appeared in full on June 16th. The subjoined extract is 
from the Jewish Messenger of June 19th. , . 
| Yours obediently,

‘‘About half the Jewish residents of Moscow have been expelled within six 
weeks. Eight thousand have gone out, and many are daily departing toward the 
Jewish quarters of the few cities where they are still permitted to live. Within 
three days I have myself talked with many of the fugitive Jews, and I give the 


- following cases as examples, having made no effort at selection. With some of these 


persons I spoke in German ; with tose who spoke only Russian the communication 
was through an interpreter. | 

“ Case 1.—A man who had for nine years been a soldier in the Russian Army 
and had served in the war against the Turks. He had received police notice to leave 
Moscow within twenty-four hours. He desired to go to his former home in Astra- 
khan, but had not money to pay travelling expenses. Moreover, he had just received 
a letter from his wife, telling him that she, with other Jews, was banished from 
Astrakhan. The persecution of the Jews is carried on throughout the whole country 
under the impulsion of the secret police. . | 

“Case 2.—A pocketbook-maker, with a wife and seven children. He was accus- 
tomed to work from 6 o’clock in the morning to 2 o’clock at night. His eldest 
daughter made gloves. The family earned only its necessary expenses and had no 


_ surplus. They must all leave Moscow immediately and have no acquaintance with 


ni reat place besides their ancestral residence, which is twenty-one hours distant 
y railway. 

‘Case 3.—A middle-aged woman with a daughter 14 yearsold. Has had a place 
as domestic servant for one year, but three months ago she received police notice to 
leave the city. The work of expulsion began generally with the labouring people, 
and has continued in higher classes. As no householder is allowed to keep for so 
long as twenty-four hours without notifying the police any lodger whatever under 
his roof, this woman, having no means of going elsewhere, has for three months 
lodged nightly in a different house and spent the days wandering on the streets. 
She desired to go to a place where Jews are allowed to reside, twenty-seven hours 
distant by rail. Many of the fugitives sleep by day in the house of some acquain- 
tance and wander about by night. 

“ Case 4.—A woman 65 years old had lived in Moscow fifteen years with her 
son, a tailor, who had a permission for residence. These permission papers have to 
be renewed annually, and the son could not get his papers renewed. This woman 
wished to go to a place thirty hours’ journey away by rail, She had never been to 
that place, but her husband had been there at work and had died and been buried 
there. She said that she would not be allowed to live there, but she supposed she 
would be allowed to die there by her husband’s grave. 

“Case 5,—A man, 53 years old, spoke English, which he had learned while a 
boy in Riga. Man lived in Moscow thirty-one years—in a suburb where ,‘jthe police 
did not require such high bribes.” In this suburb he built the first house, and 
within seven years a thousand families came there. Last year many were expelled, 
this year many niore, and now about fifty families remain. He is a tanner, has a 
wife and has a daughter one year old, his only child. Has received police notice to 
leave within a week: is unable to sell what he owns; has no ready money, and 
does not know how to reach the place to which every Jew must now go—the city in 
which his father had leave to reside, or that in which his passport was made out. 

“* Case 6.—A soldier, 25 years old, on leave by lot and on account of diminution 
of the force. He received while in hospital, March 21st, « police notice to leave 
Moscow at oncé; but his disease was so interesting that the doctors kept him under 
observation till the clinic was closed for sammer vacation. He has had a serious 
surgical operation performed, and is pale and weak, but can get no admission to 
another hospital, being a Jew. He has no money for travelling expenses. He is 
still a soldier, and may be required to fight for Russia. 

‘Case 7.—A girl, 22 years old ; is a cook ; had lived in Moscow twelve years ; 
has lately been twice in prison because she has no permission papers ; has no rela- 
tives : wishes to go to a distant city, preferring that place because she has acquaint- 
ances going in that direction. 

“TI could give many more examples as sad. Yesterday I went to the Moscow- 
Brest Station and saw the departure of a great number of Jews by the six o’clock 
train. Hundreds of fellow-sufferers were standing on the platform near the third- 
class cars taking leave of the exiles. As the train rolled away, the moans of the 


women drowned, for my ears, its rumbling. My companion, who had seen many 


such departures, remarked : ‘ They are growing accustomed to their trouble: th 
not weep so much here as they did a month ago.’” as-Taagan

shown by what follows, On Sunday last, whilst a provincial fair was being held in the 
little town of Scheraiefka, about 80 versts from Odessa, a pre-concerted and sudden 
attack was made on the Jews, whose booths were pillaged, and such articles ag 
could not be carried off by the mob were destroyed. The Jews fled, and hid them. 
selves as best they could, and by barricading their houses, but not before a number 
of them had been maltreated. The attack was too sudden to be instantly suppressed 
by the police. In this case again the Press has been officially forbidden to make 
any mention of the matter, but asa result, apparently of this incident, an official 
notice appeared in the Odessa journals on Thursday and Friday warning the urban 
and rural populations of all places within the province that any excesses committed 
against the Jews will be punished by martial law. In order to be consistent with 
their gagging of the Press, the authorities make no reference in this order to the 
occurrence at Scheraiefka.—Daily News. | 


THE CZAR AND THE CROWN PRINCE OF DENMARK. 

In Danish Court circles it is rumoured that between the Czar and his brother. 
in-law, the Crown Prince of Denmark, some discord exists, because the latter has 
repeatedly expressed his dissatisfaction at the expulsion of Jews from Russia, The 
Crown Prince is said to have lately sent his sister, the Czarina, essays and pamphlets 
treating on the Jewish question in a manner friendly to the Jews, and begging her 
to lay them before the Czar. This was not done, but the fact itself became known 
to the Czar, who gave expression to his extreme disapproval at this attempted 
ineddling in Russian home affairs. He also considered the Crown Prince's late visit 
of congratulation to the Chief Rabbi in Copenhagen as directed againat himself, 
Whether these incidents will affect the journey of the Russian Imperial couple to 


‘Denmark remains to be seen.

The following is the full text of the curious circular on the Jewish question, 
which has just been issued to the Press from the committee of censors under the 
authority of the Minister of the Interior. The peculiarity of this document is that 
it starts with premisses which are quite imaginary as far as any independent 
observer is able to see, and refers to newspaper disputes on this question of the Jews 
which do not exist in the Press of St. Petersburg. As already reported in the 
Times in connexion with the Ministerial order to burn a book about to be published 
with extracts of opinions favourable to the Jews, all journalistic comment on the 
side of the Jews became absolutely impossible after the severe official warning 
administered to the only champion of the Jewish cause, the Novosti. Therefore, 
when the subjoined circular speaks of newspapers which represent the position of 
the Jews in a sad light, it can only be supposed that this admonition is also ad. 
dressed to the British Press. There is positively no limit to the reasonable proba- 
bility of what may be done at any moment in this country, everything being possible 
from the sublime to the ridiculous. What would British newspapers editors think 
of this comprehensive view of their duties entertained by the Russian censors ! 
The circular is as follows :—‘ For some time past our periodical Press has unforta- 
nately shown a want of calmness and coolness in discussing so important a matter 
concerning. Russian internal life as the question of the Jews. Some publications 
attempt to represent the position of the Jews in asad and pitiful light, while others 
denounce the entire Hebrew population exclusively in a spirit-of general condem- 
nation ; but articles on this subject do not, for the most part, contain anything 
which could serve as useful material for arriving at a solution of the above-men- 
tioned question. Therefore, by order of the Minister of the Interior, the chief 
department for affairs of the Press invites the editors of newspapers and journals to 
refrain from publishing such articles of which the contents are not of a fundamental 
character and which can only lead to a fruitless and irritating polemic.” Such is 
the official invitation, equivalent, of course, to an order, the violation of which 
would entail the consequences to the offenders set down in the law. Now, in this 
country. not only is it impossible to imagine any reasonable limit to what may or 
may vot be done, but it is also quite impossible to know whether official orders are 
intended to be serious, and whether they will be obeyed or enforced in every case or 


not,—Zimes. 
“MOVING ON” THE JEWS. 


There is one feature of the disastrous and demoralizing effects of this official 
anti-Semitic campaign which has not yet been mentioned. There are many hun- 
dreds, perhaps even thousands, of Jews in St. Petersburg, not yet touched by the 
police and having the right of residence by virtue of their educational standard, 
who are now going about half-starved, because nobody will employ them. A large. 
number of young Jews who have passed through the University are being reduced 
to beggary and to all manner of shifts to get a living. No one will give them 
occupation, especially after the report—true or untrue, most probably untrue—that 
the Emperor regards the Jews as Nihilists. Even the percentage rule in certain 
institutions, like the legal Bar, for instance, is not being observed. Jews can now 
neither be lawyers, doctors, apothecaries, nor anything else. Many have begged 
friends and acquaintances of my own to get them anything todo, only to earn 4 
crust of bread. If this is not the way to produce Hebrew Nihilists, I do not know 
what is, These Jews willdo anything for a living; they become secret police 
agents, spies, and eveh denounce their coreligionists, so limited is the sphere of re- 
spectable activity. They even write against their own race in the Russian Press, 
which still occupies several Jews, many of whom deny their origin and religion 
and are as anti-Semitic as the Russian nobleman in the hands of Jew money-lenders 
after squandering his fortune in dissipation and debauchery. Such is the de-. 
moralizing effect of this anti-Semitic movement carried on by an enlightened 
Government. In order to surmount his great disadvantages the Russian Jew 18 
obliged to strive with all his might so as to win the good opinion or protection of 
ais Russian countrymen, of his school authorities, or of his employers. Hence it 18 
that he shows that superiority to the Russian in everything intellectual and skil- 
ful, and thus acquires the power everywhere of which the Russian Government 
complains. The Government officials are so blind as apparently not to see that this 
persecation must be the real cause of the remarkable development of those “ smart 
qualities and aptitudes in the Russian Jew which are made a subject of accusation 
against him. The other day a young Jew, having finished the proper educational 
course requisite to an apothecary, and therefore entitled to live in St. Petersburg oT 
its district, wished to reside during the summer at a country place outside the 
‘town. The Civil Governor of the Province of St. Petersburg, Count Toll, retused 
permission because the applicant was a Jew ; but on the Jew’s referring the matter 
to the Prefect, General Groesser, the latter gave him full permission. Here we 
have a characteristic illustration of Russian officialdom at the expense of worry ‘0 
the Jew. The Military Prefect of St. Petersburg, whose authority does not extend 
outside the city, gives permission for a Jew to reside in the country which has been 
refused by the Civi] Governor of the province, whose real jurisdiction begins out- 
side the city, where that of the Prefect ends. And yet the Civil Goverror _— 
not complain of the powerful police Prefect of the capital. Another case is that 0 
a Jew clerk in a well-known bank here, who was not allowed to reside in a summer 
villa within the township because, as the police informed him, all Jew clerks must 
now reside absolutely with their employers. It requires the development of some 
ingenuity for a Jew to live under these conditions.—7Zimes.

A letter from Odessa states that Mr. White, who on behalf of Baron Hirsch ish 
entered into negotiations with the Russian Government on the subject of Jew 
emigration, is now making a tour through Southern Russia, with a view of studying 
the situation of the Jewish colonia established vy the Emperor Nicholas in 
government of Khorson, These colonies are said to be in satisfactory state, 
they sre to serve ag models for the settlements in Palestine aud

now on the point of leaving Russia, especially from the governments of Kherson 
Kiev, Bessarabia, and the Crimea.—Zimes,

“MIXED MOTIVES.” 


The Frankfurter Zeitung publishes a statement alleged to have been made by 
M. Pobiedonostzeff, Procurator-General of the Russian Holy Synod, to the effect 
that the policy pursued towards the Jews in Russia is actuated by a desire to 
Christianise them, and assimilate them with the Russian race, the industry of the 
Jews being intended to leaven the idle habits of the Russians.— Reuter. 


Several cases of small-pox are said to have occurred amongst children of the 
Russian fugitives passing through Charlottenburg. The children and two women 
were instantly separated from the others and taken to the hospital, and all pre- 
cautionary measures taken to prevent the spread of the disease. According to 
another statement, it has not yet been ascertained whether the disease is really 
small-pox. The director of the hospital states that up till now only a peculiar 
eruption of the skin can be seen, the character of which cannot yet be deter- 
mined. It was probably caused by the disgustingly dirty condition of the children 
who arrived here in a miserably neglected condition, and were covered with vermin. 
These children vary in age from ten weeks to six years, and this justifies the hope 
that the disease will not turm out to be small-pox,—Daily Vews. 

The Acting Chief Rabbi of Odessa waited the other day upon the City Governor 
in order to inform his Excellency that in view of the deliberations now being held 
by the Senate he proposed to appoint a day of fasting and prayer among his flock. 
The Governor politely, but firmly, refused permission, and threatened that if the 
Rabbi carried out his design he would forcibly disperse the congregations and close 
the synagogues.— Daily News. 

In order to enforce the recent Government decree forbidding Jewish artisans 
tosojourn in the capital, the Prefect of St. Petersburg has ordered that all such 
artisans shall, on leaving the city, be struck ont of their respective guild lists, and 
be dispatched to their original places of domicile.—euter. 


At a meeting on Monday of the Gainsborough and District (Lincolnshire) Liberal 
Club, a resolution of sympathy with the Russian Jews and of protest against their 


persecution was unanimously passed on the motion of Mr. R. Aaron, the only Jew 
residing in the neighbourhood. 


THE CAPE COLONY. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Care Town, June 107TH, 1891. 

Perhaps a little news concerning our coreligionists out here may be of some 
interest to your readers, especially as it is rumoured that Baron Hirsch intends 
sending a number of our persecuted Russian brethren to South Africa. Whether 
this be the truth or not I cannot say, but I consider that a contingent of that 
unfortunate body might be landed in a far worse place. Although this portion 
of “ the Dark Continent” has always possessed the elements of commercial pro- 
grevs, itwas really the diamond discoveries of 1869 which brought it prominently 
into the light. Jews, of course, were settled here long before then, and had 
extended their trading operations into what was in those days the Hinterland, and 
the commercial supremacy then established has remained unchallenged even unto 


the present day. As can be imagined, the tidings of the diamond mines brought 


us a greater influx of people than we otherwise might have had, Jews forming a 
very large proportion. They came from all parts, and with characteristic enter- 
prise penetrated into the very bowels of the land, the bulk located themselves on 
the diamond fields, whilst a few settled themselves in the various scattered town- 
ships of this Colony, the Transvaal, the Orange Free State, and Natal. That 
tendency towards congregating for which we are so often blamed has not been 
strongly evinced here, for Jews will be found everywhere. In this connection I 
may remark that some years since the intrepid Jewish traveller, the late Mr. 
Lucas, had explored the territories now under the control of the Chartered Com- 
pany, and it has also been asserted that Benjamin of Tudela had “ trekked ” over 
the same ground centuries ago. | 

The rush to the land of diamonds in due time slackened down ; times had 
changed and so had the condition of affairs generally. The looseness of the 
early days had vanished, and sterner regulations in regard to the diamond in- 
dustry had become employed. Trade, through a variety of causes, was diminished, 
the ostrich feather business was moribund, and the dealing in diamonds was 
gradually falling into the hands of a wealthy few. From 1882 to about 1886 
this melancholy state of affairs lasted, when in the latter year the finding of 
_ gold in the Transvaal roused South Africa again, and plunged us into an excite-

addition to the Jews who came from over-sea, every corner of civilised South 
Africa added its Hebraic quota to the gold-seekers pouring Transvaal wards.

The Transvaal gold- 
craze has ended, and with it have vanished from the scene a number of bogus 
Company promoters who fed the evil flame.

‘he Jew with his vivid imagination finds hard to resist, but with all the glitter 
and glamour of both the diamond and gold fields, there is proportionately more 
destitution in either of those than there is here in Cape Town. Certainly some 
striking instances in fortune-making can be given, a lucky few have climbed to 
the top in very quick time, but many a sad story of disappointment can also be 
told, and some of those who have been successful have paid a high price for their 
wealth in a moral sense. Sober-minded Cape Town is content with its lot as 
chief port of South Africa and “ universal Provider” to those who go further-up, 
and its comforts and healthy position present a powerful attraction to those who 
remember that riches take wings and fly away. 

Touching our coreligionists of Cape Town, they are a fairly representative 
and industrious body. We worship in a bijou synagogue, which pretty as it be, is 
indescribable architecturally, although it has some pretensions to the Byzantine. 
Standing in The Gardens, the local Belgravia, adjoining beautiful grounds dotted 
with fine old oaks, and removed from the “ madding crowd,” the prevailing repose 
adds an appropriate solemnity to our miniature temple. Our noble selves may be 
described as consisting of two classes, those who attend “ Shool” and those who 
don't. There are three sections—so to speak—amongst us, the highest are the 
big shopkeepers, the second are the small shopkeepers, and the lowest—well we 
have no lowest. The conditions of life are eminently comfortable, and exis- : 
tence is nota very difficult problem with the majority. Without egotism we can : 
claim the proud distinction of being a quiet and law-abiding body, all more or 
less hardworking, following our respective pursuits with earnestness, if not with 
equal aptitude and results. Not altogether full of love and sympathy for each | a 
other, we are vet fairly sociable, and it is only due to write that the slights and ay 
heart-burnings the poor labour under in other places are almost unknown here. i 


We have a well-supported philanthropic society which does a power of good “ by 


stealth.” In communal matters an active interest is taken, although I regret to BEG 
write that we see the anomaly, to term it mildly, of Jews walking quietly to church et jet 
on Sunday. It is whispered that the Royal road to “society” is through the Bae 
Cathedral, hence a few, whom we can well spare, prefer society to the synagogue. Dae 
With this view I entirely differ, but as the church-goers are probably pre-disposed re b 
that way this excuse may serve as wellas any other. The very head-centre of. Sea 
society being Government House, any respectable citizen can call in on certain a mal Ls 
days and pay his respects to the Queen’s representative without being catechised | h aes ne 
as to his faith, indeed a few Jews do call, and I have not heard of an instance of EET hat 
any having been expelled because of their religion. Our minister, the Rev. A F. as eae Be 
Ornstien, isa popular man amongstall sortsand conditions. Heisa distinct Chazan, an Be ate Pe 
intelligent lecturer, and is thoroughly broad-minded, in fact he is the right man in ais tae ay 
the right place. I regret to write that (for a little time only it isto be hoped) we EE ae ee 


will lose Mr. Ornstien’s valuable services and welcome presence, a troublesome 
iliness necessitating a journey to the Old Country for medical aid. The class. 
who go to“ Shool” is honestly Orthodox, the Reform movement not having 
gained any ascendancy here yet. The very few who like musical instruments 
with the service are unable to launch out in building a synagogue, and I can 
safely prophecy that it will be many tyears before an “ organ-shool” will rear its 
head in Cape Town. Reverting to my allusions in connection; with us and the 
communities of the diamond and gold-fields, itis noteworthy that our synagogue 
finances stand far healthier than theirs, with all their Jewish capitalists and 
leaders—Bear-leaders of the Exchange. Not because many in these parts can 
ill-afford to contribute, but simply through apathy combined with meanness, for 
a millionaire can be mean, as we well know, out here. | 

In closing, I desire to write that practical men, skilled artisans and the like, 
would not make any sacrifice in coming to these shores from the competitive 
circles of European industry. With hard work and prudence an ultimate good 
may be attained. But those who calculate to “ get on” only by the exercise of 
their “ wits,” had better stay where they are ; there are too many of these pre- 
datory ones here already, and besides this, the times are so bad that they would 
have to eat each other up, there are so few to prey he ag Owing to the great 
gold-mining frauds, with the consequent bank-smashes, money is somewhat 
scarce at present, but we are confident that all will come right eventually. 
“ Golden South Africa” will be something more than a mere phrase before very 
long.

CORFU.

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THE PROVINCES. 


BIRMINGHAM. 


A genetal meeting of the Birmingham Hebrew congregation was held on Sun: 
day afternoon last in the Schoolroom, -aegy Hill, to consider the advisability of 
establishing a Birmingham branch of the Chovevi Zion Society, A deputation from 
the Parent Society in London attended, namely, Colonel Goldsmid, Mr. J. Prag ane 
the Rev. J. Macoby, the Kamenitzer Magid. Mr. M. J. Goldsmid occupied the chair, 
The Chairman in opening the proceedings introduced the deputation. Col. Gold. 
smid gave an interesting account of his visit to Palestine in 1853, when three 
Jewish colonies were formed there, since then, however, about 20 times that num. 
ber had been formed, which tended to show that the idea that the Jewish people 
were not agricultarists was most fallacious. The objects and constitution 
of the Society were then most lucidly explained.

M. J. Goldsmid, E. Grossbaum, 8. Hillner, D, Hollander, 8S. Isaacs, B, H. Joseph, 
Moses, 8. E. Marks, A. Phillips, J. Phillips, 8. B. Simmons and the Revs G. J. 
Emanuel and J, Fink, be appointed a Committee for taking the neces- 
sary steps in connection therewith, The Chovevi Zion Society, Mr, 
Emanuel said, was a link that united congregation to congregation and 
not in this country or empire alone, but there were branches springing up all over 
the world, and in this way we should be more united and brought closer, the one to 
the other.

And although I am 
not under his ecclesiastical jurisdiction, I takethis opportunity of testifying to the 
high regard—I might almost say veneration—which the sister congregations of the 
Portuguese community entertain for him who is now called upon to preside over 
the religious destines of the Ashkenazim Jews of the British Empire. Let us hope 
that the two sections of the community will work together as amicably in the 
future as they have done in the past. For I cannot attach too much importance to 
the value of unity in the community, to the necessity of binding more closely toge- 
ther its several sections. Thank Heaven there is no such thing as distinct sects 
among us Jews. While there may be different rituals and varying modes of gl
